men and women prisoners, con- 
finea in Tattnall prison, near 
Reidsville. 

Moore Appointment. 

As a major step in the right 
direction toward reform, the mag- 
‘zine article comments upon ap- 
pointment of Wiley Moore, prom- 
inent Atlanta and southern busi- 
néss executive, as director of cor- 
rections in the state, and his ac- 
ceptance of the position, aS a ser- 
vant of the state who will not re- 
ceive any pay for his work. 

The intimacy details were 
brought to the public when The 
Constitution’s Lamar Q. Ball ob- 
tained a scrapbok kept by a 
woman inmate of the prison and 
wrote a series of articles on those 
conditions. The stories followed a 
spectacular escape last spring of 
a number of the state’s most hard- 
ened criminals from Tattnall, 
built to be escape-proof, and 
known as the “Piney Woods Al- 
catraz.” 

Particularly featured in the Life 


article was the Bartow convict 


camp, near Cartersville, where 
brutalities were charged to War- 
den A. W. Clay, and where sev- 
eral convicts inflicted punishment 
on themselves by slashing their 
heel-straps to escape hard labor 
there. The Bartow camp was in 
public news in Georgia again this 
week when 14 prisoners escaped, 
and its abolishment immediately 
was announced by Corrections Di- 
rector Moore. 
Life Pictures. 

Ball also reported details of the 
Bartow abuses for The Constitu- 
tion. 

Moore failed to announce any 
future assignment job for Clay. 

Accompanying the written opin- 
ions of the magazine staff writers 
were pictures showing gruesome 
penal practices, including the ap- 
plication of leg picks, tough-ap- 
pearing guards, armed with shot- 
guns and leading bloodhounds on 
leash, cold foods’ served men at 
hard labor on roads, filthy condi- 
tions in the women’s confinement 
cells at Tattnall—and one of 
Warden Clay talking with a con- 
vict who “is required to doff his 
hat and say ‘Captain.’” 

Commenting on-«conditions ex- 
isting before the legislative act set 
up new standards, Life carries to 
the nation these facts about Geor- 
gia prisons: 

“Greatest sources of abuses in 
Georgia’s anachronistic prison sys- 
tem have been the rural convict 
work camps. ... Into camps like 
these men have been herded like 
beasts. Under the hard eyes of 
ignorant guards, politically chosen 
and paid only from $30 to $50 a 
month, prisoners have been taken 
out to labor a long day on the 
roads, then locked up to wait in 
enforced idleness for another day 
of hard work. 

“Living Hells.” 

“Many camps have been living 
hells where sadistic wardens and 
guards have gone unchecked until 


some shocking incident has caused 
a public investigation. 

“At official inquiries in the 
past three years Georgia convicts 
have told of being beaten with 
rubber hose and ax handles, of 
being crowded into sweatboxes as 
punishment. . .. One investiga- 
tion in 1941 revealed that a Ne- 
gro died of suffocation when 
crowded into a 7x7-foot sweatbox 
with 21 others.” 


Commenting on the new prison 
measures, the magazine points out 
to readers over the nation—in 
sections where criticisms of Geor- 
gia prisons often have been 
voiced in hearings on extradition 
of escaped prisoners—that the act 
abolishes traditional abuses. It 
places the entire system under the 
corrections director, who is re- 
sponsible directly to the Governor, 
and makes the rehabilitation of 
prisoners, and not exploitation, 
the chief aim. 

“By next June,” the article 
adds, “even the traditional striped 
clothing will be gone.” 

New Program. 


The article brings to light sig- 
nificant facts in explaining the 
existence of such conditions as 
those being eliminated under the 
new state program. 


Confusion and duplication be- 
tween state and county penal 
systems has played a part in 
building up the black system the 
state -has permitted until the re- 
cent act—but another main rea- 
son has been economic. 

With almost double the national 
average in prison population, and 
with one of the lowest per capita 
incomes in the nation, the state 
for years has struggled to finance 
its « penal system, the article 
pointed out. 

“Scarce as money has been, 
much has been wasted through 
lack of a single control. One of 
the chief purposes of the reform 
program is to provide more for 
the prisoners by cutting out 
waste,” the magazine adds. 

Life’s review of the Georgia 
penal situation was arranged by 
Atlanta Bureau Chief W. S. How- 
land, who obtained the co-opera- 
tion of Governor Arnall. Photog- 
rapher Ed Clark and researcher 
Marjory Farris came to the :tate 
for a tour of the camps.

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Make New Jobs, 
Warns Wallace 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 27.—(#)— 
Vice President Henry A. Wallace 
declared tonight there can be post- 
war jobs for everyone, “but we 
must plan to produce 40 per cent 
more peacetime goods than we 
ever did before.” 

Warning “it will take much 
more ingenuity to defeat Lieuten- 
ant General Unemployment than 
it will to overthrow Hitler,” Wal- 
lace asserted, “Each worker today 
turns out 25 per cent more than 
in 1936. Unless we use this in- 
creased productivity to produce 
much more than we did before the 
war, 10 or 12 million workers will 
be without jobs. 

The vice president’s address was 
prepared for Blue network broad- 
casts from the National Consum- 
ers’ Food Conference of Food for 
Freedom, Inc., an independent 
non-profit organiztion of individ- 
uals and representatives of peo- 
ple’s groups, with Mrs. Dwight W. 
Morrow as chairman. 

Reconversion Problem. 

“When peace comes, as we hope 
it will next year, the problem of 
reconversion will be on us at once, 
first in industry and a year or two 
later in agriculture,” Wallace said. 
“Within a few weeks tens of bil- 
lions of dollars of war contracts 
will be cancelled and the factories 
will scramble to get back to work 
producing autos, radios, refrigera- 
tors and washing machines. 

“We must put both our new 
workers and our new-found effi- 
ciency to work producing such a 
widespread standard of comfort 
and happiness for the people right 
here in the United States as we 
have never known before.” 

Food Outlook. 

The former secretary of agri- 

culture said “Allied problems in 


11944 will be far greater than in 


1943 but, great as they may be, our 
food outlook is infinitely brighter 
than that of the Axis. So far the 
Axis has lived by robbing food 
from the weak. Now those days 
are coming to an end and the 
Japanese and German manpower 
will be so depleted that it will be 
increasingly difficult to feed the 
Axis peoples.” 

Wallace declared “we are not 
now and will not be after the war 
ends a major source of food ex- 
ports to overseas countries.” Elab- 
orating: “If we could spare enough 
ships to move it, the United Na- 
tions have this year over 60 mil- 
lion tons of food in exporting 
countreis ready to ship to our al- 
lies abroad and to liberated areas. 
Only six million tons or one-tenth 
of all this would come from the 
United States, though probably 
more than one-third of protective 
foods, like dairy products, meat 
and eggs.”

Opening the air corps to women 
for the first time, the Army will 
drive to enlist 46,000 Air-WACs 
who will release to fly against the 
Axis men now grounded, a re- 
cruiting team here from Cochran 
Field, in Macon, Ga., has an- 
nounced. 

Booths have been opened in 
Rich’s department store and the 
S&W cafeteria, where WACs will 
give information on their branch 
of the service and accept enlist- 
ments, and women now joining 
will be allowed to choose the 
branch of the service they prefer. 

Women Capable. 

“It takes 19 men to keep one 
man in the air,” Lieutenant John 
Rosenthal, of the recruiting team, 
said, “and there is no reason why 
women cannot do those jobs and 
release the men for flying.” 

Special qualifications will be re- 
quired of women who wigh to join 
the air branch of the WACs, but 
members of the combat team were 
certain enough women held those 
qualifications to meet the quota. 

WACs now work in control tow- 
ers and operate link trainers, and 
after the war they could hold sim- 
ilar positions in civilian life, Lieu- 
tenant Rosenthal said. 

Types of Positions. 

Positions which WACs could 
handle and thus release men for 
actual combat include such jobs 
ase radio and photographic tech- 
nicians and other positions of a 
similar nature. 

The WAC air arm is expanding 
more rapidly than any other 
branch of the service, Lieutenant 
Rosenthal said, and offers oppor- 
tunities for rapid advancement to 
those joining now.

“For example. Do they have a 
library at Tattnall prison, and the 
other prisons?

I did read some- 
thing about radios at Tattnall, and 
I am glad they do appear to have 
radios. One wonders if they have 
magazines and newspapers. If 
not, could .we not find a way, 
agreeable to Moore and the Gov- 
ernor by which we might supply 
wholesome books and magazines 
and copies of our daily and week- 
ly newspapers? There are other 
suggestions of what we might do 
for them while they are in prison.

That 
would mean that such a group of 
citizens would be informed from 
time to time of the persons who 
would be released, what their par- 
ticular training had been, what 
they would like to do, etc., etc. It 
would further call for a sustained 
approach to the various groups of 
employers of the state, seeking 
their co-operation in placing these 
released prisoners. 
Farming Suggested. 

“Some of these men might wish 
to farm. Others might wish to 
work in the various fields of in- 
dustrial employment. Some of the 
younger men and women might 
reasonably desire to gain further 
training in some type of trade 
school. 

“I believe the people of Geor- 
gia would respond to such a 
movement, joining heartily in the 
aim of our public officials to help 
these, our neighbors, to become 
useful and law-abiding citizens. I 
do not need to argue the common 
sense basis of helping these 
friends. It might cost a little 


money to render them such a's 
service, but it will cost far less to} 


help them become useful citizens 
than it will to suffer them to be- 
come wards of the state again. 
We will all be far better off to 
have them living in their own 
homes than to have them shut up 
again in prison. 

“All of which brings to mind 
something that Jesus said, and 
which we speak of as the Golden 
Rule.

LONDON, Oct. (/P\—Heavy 
fighting on widespread fronts in 
Yugoslavia, and Nazi mass slaugh- 
ters of noncombatants in_ fresh 
drives against the forces of both 
General Josip Broz (Tito) and 
General Draja Mihailovic were 
reported today. 

Tito’s free Yugoslav radio told 
of a German offensive against his 


partisans in Slovenia near Italy, 
attacks near Vrgorac in Dalmatia 
which were said to have been 
beaten off. and more héavy fight- 
ing toward Belgrade near Brcko 
on the Sava river, where the Ger- 
mans brought up troop reinforce- 
ments from Serbia. 

The Germans’ offensive in Slo- 
venia was launched against thou- 
sands of square miles of territory 
liberated by peasant patriots in 
recent weeks, with guerrillas de- 
stroying fortified positions behind 
the attackers, the broadcast com- 
munique Said. 

The partisans for their side re- 
ported successful operations in 
the Croatian province of Sla- 
vonia along the Hungarian fron- 
tier, with four bridges blown up, 
two near Chachinci and two near 
Zdenci. But they admitted their 
troops had been forced to with- 
draw from Andriyevica in Monte- 
negro after hard fighting with 
German troops aided by Albanian 
Quislings. 

In Cairo, 
of the Yugoslav government-in- 
exile declared many thousands of 
noncombatant men, women and 
children as well as captured sol- 
diers had been killed by the Ger- 
mans throughout Serbia, Herce- 
govina, Montenegro, and Bosnia 
for their allegiance to Mihailovic.

In the Monday raid, announced 
today by General MacArthur's 
headquarters, six or more waves 
of high-flying Liberators swept 
over Rabaul within 10 minutes. 
Heavy antiaircraft fire and 70 in- 
tercepting fighters were employed 
in futile enemy attempts to break 
up the formations. 

Forty-three planes were dam- 
aged in addition to those de- 
stroyed. One hundred and seven- 
ty-seven planes were knocked out 
in a 350-ton strike there October 
12. Sixty more were destroyed Oc- 
tober 18. Then raids October ‘°3 
and 24 destroyed 133 others and 
probably destroyed an additional 
48, 

The October 12 total of 177 in- 
cluded at least 126 destroyed. 

This continued aerial neutrali- 
zation of Rabaul has been co- 
ordinated with the bombing into 
uselessness of other enemy bases 
on Bougainville—Rabaul’s front 
door. 

Today’s communique announced 
that, in the area just north of Bou- 
gainville, a Liberator had bombed 
and damaged an enemy destroyer.

Deadly Drug 


The thirty billion dollars in cap- 
ital piled up by the insurance 
firms in the United States repre- 
sents the sweat and effort of mil- 
lions of self-respecting American 
citizens, Dr. Gus W. Dyer, eco- 
nomic advisor of the Southern 
States Industrial Council, told At- 
lanta insurance men at a gather- 
ing yesterday in the Ansley hotel.

Called by Windsor.

He said he locked the raised 
prints in the safe of his Miami 
office while he went to Maine for 
Sir Harry’s funeral and to confer 
with the widow, Lady Eunice 
Oakes. 

Upon his return, he added, he 
re-examined the prints and found 


one of the right little finger which 


was somewhat clearer. It is this 
one that the crown seeks to use 
against De Marigny. 

Center of Attention. 

The fingerprint has been the 
center of attention both from the 
prosecution and the defense ever 
since the trial opened October 18, 
although it was not formally of- 
fered in evidence before the jury 
until Barker took the stand. 

Prosecution witnesses have been 
questioned by Higgs andvhis as- 
sociate, W. E. A. Callender, with 
a view of bringing out that De 
Marigny might well have had an 
opportunity to touch the screen 
during the investigation. 

But the crown has made every 
effort to prove that by De Ma- 
rigny’s own words, he had not 
been in his father-in-law’s bed- 
room for three years prior to the 
time he learned of the death.

Save Their Vitamin Content 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Don’t squeeze: squeezing the or- 
anges and straining the juice 
wastes from 35 to 50 per cent of 
the food value. One large or- 
ange furnishes 1,200 units of vita- 
min C and one-half glass of the 
juice only 600 units. If you pre- 
pare the juice the night before 
and do not keep it in an air-tight 
container in the refrigerator, it 
loses even more of its value. You 
would save trouble an the vita- 
mins to serve whole oranges for 
breakfast an let the family peel 
their own. 

Another excellent source of vita- 
min C is grapefruit. One-half of a 
small grapefruit furnishes 1,200 
units of this vitamin, against the 
700 units in a half glass of the can- 
ned juice and 850 units in fresh 
grapefruit juice. You might al- 
ternate oranges and grapefriut 
for breakfast. Then, by serving 
raw cabbage or tomatoes or some 
other fresh, uncooked food, the 
family would be assured of an 
abunance of this vitamin so nec- 
essary to a high level of positive 
health. 

About Babies: There is scien- 
tific evidence that babies born in 
October and November have bet- 
ter bones than those born after 
November an up to July.

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Tax on the South 
For many years The Constitution has fought, 
on its editorial pages, that utterly indefensible 
tax on oleomargarine which the federal gov- 
ernment imposes. It is, admittedly, not a tax 
for revenue, but a tariff for the benefit of the 
dairy interests of two or three midwestern 


states only. 

The big dairy interests, chiefly centered in 
Wisconsin, maintain what has been many times 
described as the most powerful lobby in Wash- 
ington. These are, as stated, the “big dairy 
interests,” as distinct from the average, indi- 
vidual dairy farmer. 

The margarine tax, which amounts to 10 
cents a pound on colored margarine, is in effect 
a protective tariff by which the butter interests 
of the midwest are enabled to keep the price 
of their product high and at the same time 
practically remove a competitive product, mar- 
garine, from the market. 

Today margarine is, nutritionally, about as 
valuable as butter. It is palatable and a 
health-building spread for bread. Its cost 
brings it within reach of family budgets of the 
lowest income group which find it difficult to 
pay the higher prices for dairy butter. 

In taxing, specifically, “colored margarine,” 
the butter interests ignore the fact that exactly 
the same coloring matter, made from the 
Annatto berry, is used in the making of butter 
as in the making of margarine. They have 
simply been powerful enough to create a tax 
condition under which margarine, if it would 
avoid the heavy tax, must go on the market 
without coloring, in that white condition which 
is far less tempting to the.eye of the consumer. 
Without the same coloring butter, for nine 
months of the year, would be similarly white. 
And. as matter of fact, there would be no 
difference in taste, texture or food value of 
either product. 

The south is the chief sufferer from this 
discriminatory margarine tax, inasmuch 4&s 
one of the principal ingredients in the making 
of margarine, cottonseed oil, is a southern 
product. 

It therefore behooves all southerners to do 
“everything they can to induce congress to pass 
the pending bill which would remove all federal 
taxes and restrictions from the manufacture 
and sale of margarine. The bill is now the 
subject of hearings before the House Agricul- 
tural Committee. 

In wartime there is a scarcity of butter, and 
the cost in ration points is high. It 1s, there- 
fore, of added. importance that margarine be 
made available to as many consumers as poSs- 
sible without the artificial handicap of a tax 
which is, in final analysis, nothing but a pro- 
hibitive tariff for the benefit of two or three 
western states, at the expense of the entire 


- nation.

Timely Warning 

Georgia’s Secretary of State John B. Wilson 
has voiced timely caution in advising investors 
to be wary of wildcat oil schemes, involving 
sale of securities, based upon possible oil dis- 
coveries in Georgia and Florida. 

The recent discovery of oil in the Everglades 
of Florida will, undoubtedly, attract many 
wildcat promoters to these states. These men 
will attempt to form companies for the digging 
of wells, if they can “option” on lands pre- 
sumed to be potential oil-producing areas. 
However, the chief “production” for many such 
promoters will be that of money out of the 
pockets of the gullible, rather than oil out 
of the earth. 

The state authorities of Florida have, wisely, 
decided not to grant any new oil leases on that 
state’s land until “clearer information” on the 
oil discovery in the Everglades and its poten- 
tiality for commercial production is forthcom- 
ing. 

There may be oil in worth-while quantity 
somewhere beneath Georgia soil. If it is, how- 
-ever, not yet tapped. Geologists differ as to 
the likelihood of oil production for this state. 

Until more definite progress is made and 
more convincing proof of the presence of oil in 
sufficient quantity to be commercially valuable 
is forthcoming, the wise man will be 100 per 
cent suspicious of any attempts to sell him 


a 


stock in oil company uncertainties. United 
States War Bonds remain the best and safest 
investment for savings.

Intermeshing Strategy 

Germany is now conceding that American- 
British Successes in the Meditereanean theater 
of war and in Italy, have been largely respon- 
sible for the failure of the Nazi armies to halt 
the sreat Russian advances on the eastern 
front. s } 
Recently a German newspaper editorially 
gave this alibi, saying that it had been neces- 
sary to replace Italian divisions, now on the 
Allied side, with German forces withdrawn 
from the east. 


Thus is revealed, by the enemy, the potency 


of the global strategy adopted by the Allies as 
they fight together to crush their Axis foes. 

Regardless of how many divisions the Ger- 
mans had to shift into Italy and the Balkans, 
the number has been sufficient to so weaken 
their lines facing the Soviet forces that even 
the Dnieper proved insufficient defense. 

Within the’ next few days the world may 
see further evidence of this. fatal lack of 
strength for crumbling Germany. Military 
observers have said that the Germans are 
likely to lose as many as 600,000 men, trapped 
in the Dnieper bend and in the Crimea. There 
is only one way in which any considerable 
number of these men can be saved from annihi- 
lation or capture. That is, for the Germans to 
stage a counteroffensive of such power they 
can hold the Russians back until their forces 
can get out of the trap. Even then, it is not 
believed the Germans can save more than half, 
300,000, of the endangered men. 

Thus, if the Germans do not stage a strong 
counteroffensive on the Ukrainian front, it will 
be convincing evidence that, with the demands 
of the Italian and Balkan fronts added to 
those of the eastern battle lines, they cannot 
produce the reserves needed, even in such 
emergency. 

Working togther, striking simultaneously 
from east and south, the Allies have the Nazis 
at their mercy. When the long-awaited west- 
ern front opens, perhaps next spring, the 
crushing of the foe will be further hastened.

Intelligent Planning 

The proposal by the postwar subcommittee 
of city council’s public works committee; for a 
definite blueprint on street and sidewalk im- 
provements to be done after the war, is one 
of the best examples of definite, practical 
planning for postwar activity yet presented by 
any governmental unit. 

The plan will be laid before the full public 
works committee today. 

It is proposed that Construction Chief 
Clarke Donaldson at once draw up a detailed 
plan for repair and replacement of sidewalks, 
as needed, in the downtown section. At the 
same time he will be asked for mapping the 
improvement of all streets, by placing of curb- 
ing and sidewalks after the war. He will also 
list all proposed street extensions and new 
streets so they may be graded now, to be ready 
for paving as soon as priorities and other war 
restrictions permit. 

A further suggestion is for the listing of 
all streets which already have water, sewage 
and gas mains, and also those which have not, 
so it will be known which could be paved at 
once and which yet need the utilities. 

It is an intelligent, practical program which, 
if adopted and properly followed will not only 
provide postwar employment but will do much 
to improve the material appearance of the city 
along lines seriously needed.

There 
is only one way to stamp out black markets— 
and that is for the buying public to absolutely 
refuse to have anything to do with them. 


DIFFERENT FROM 1918 


WASHINGTON PARADE

GERMAN MORALE WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—As the Nazis 

approach the fifth winter of the war it 

is impossible to escape the conclusion that morale on the German 
home front has reached its lowest point under Hitler. 

For more than a year now the German people have been fed a 


steady and uninterrupted diet of reverses. The 
ebb tide of German successes came with the 


defeat of Rommel by General Montgomery at 
El Alamein. Shortly thereafter, British and 
American forces landed in French North Africa, 
and the battle for freeing the Mediterranean 
of the Axis was on. 

The next great Allied triumph in the Medi- 
terranean theater came at Tunis and Bizerte, 
where we captured the last remnants of Rom- 
mel’s once proud Afrika Korps. That was fol- 
lowed in time by the invasion of Sicily, and 
today our forces are established in Italy, well 
on the road to Rome. 

foes, 2 Bee In Russia the Germans met their, first major 

me ER = dicaster at Stalingrad, where an army of some 
300,000 men was cut off and then captured intact. Depressing 
news from Russia has followed for the Nazis ever since. 

First, the new offensive which Hitler promised to launch against 
the Red army in the spring of 1943 backfired in his face and ended 
in the Russians themselves going on the march. It has already 
resulted in a break-through on the Dnieper, and before the winter 
is over it may see even more spectacular Soviet successes. 


AND OTHER WOE = The cup of German woe has been filled 


to overflowing proportions by, other de- 
velopments of equal importance on the various war fronts. During 
the past year the British and American navies have apparently suc- 
ceeded definitely in checkmating the U-boat menace, which the 
Germans counted on so heavily to prevent the flow of American 
men and supplies to the European theater. 

And what must have been the bitterest blow of all came when 
the Italian people first threw overboard the pompous Mussolini 
and then aligned themselves openly with the Allied cause. 

_The past year has also seen the real bombardment of German 
cities from the air get under way. Hamburg, second largest Ger- 
man industrial center, has been obliterated. Berlin has been blasted 
so often that large segments of its population have been forced to 
evacuate the city, Other German cities are meeting and are being 
threatened with a worse fate. 

Any casual examination of these startling developments in the 
turn of the war tide must force the conclusion that the Gérman 
people are under a psychological strain that is approaching the 
breaking point. There can be no reasonable doubt that this com- 
bination of depressing factors has reduced German morale to its 


lowest point. 

CONFIRMED BY EVIDENCE Every scrap of evidence com- 
+ ing from neutral sources con- 

firms the analysis. The German people are at the cracking point— 

war weary and discouraged. 

Under the circumstance, it might seem logical to assume that 
the war in Europe is on the verge of ending. The Germans know, 
or should now, better than we do that they are licked, and hence 
cannot be expected to continue waging indefinitely a losing fight. 

It may still work oyt thig way, where the war will end as sud- 
denly as it began, without the necessity for our forces fighting their 
way all the distance to Berlin. Many thoughtful observers of the 
war situation are of that opinion. 

But there are a number of other important factors in the situa- 
tion which suggest that the German people have not yet reached 
the limit of their endurance. The presence of these factors makes 
a comparison with the collapse of 1918 more difficult. 


In the first place, Germany at-the 
time of the 1918 collapse, was 
physically and morally exhausted. Her people had been on a 
starvation diet for almost two years. And when Austria and 
Bulgaria were knocked out of the war the Reich was reduced to 
its own resources, already sorely depleted. ) 

The contrasting situation today is that Germany controls the 
greater part of continental Europe, whose resources and manpower 
she has been able to draw upon to build up the Hitlerite military 
machine. There is no food shortage in Germany, whatever may be 
the hunger in occupied lands. 

Another important difference is the steps that have been taken 
under Himmler to prevent any expression of popular discontent in 
Germany. Hitler is determined that history shall not repeat itself 
as regards the 1918 home-front collapse, and so has set up the 
Gestapo machinery for keeping his finger on the pulse of the indi- 
vidual German, ruthlessly snuffing out any trace of disaffection 
that appears. 


IMPLANTED FEAR Still another important factor in con- 


tinued German resistance is the fear that 
has been planted in the minds of the German people of the conse- 
quences of defeat. The average German has been made conscious 
of the monumental hatreds developed in the occupied lands of 
Europe against the Nazi regime. Goebbels has systematically ex- 
ploited this fear in an effort to convince the Germans that they 
must fight on for a negotiated peace, or suffer a horrible vengeance 


at the hands of their enemies. 


The effect of these influences may be enough to keep the Ger- 
mans fighting to the bitter end; or it may be that the notoriously 
“mass” character of German morale may break overnight and the 


war end as suddenly. 


Whatever the future may hold, it would be unwise for us to 
take anything but the long, hard view of things.

You’ve seen drawings of a car 
with the body made almost entire- 
ly of transparent plastic. So you 
sat in something looking like a 
glass cage. Well, that isn’t going 
to be reality. For a number of 
reasons, 


In the first place plastics, as yet, 
are far more costly than “the met- 
als they are supposed to replace. 
And it would be impossible to 
keep the price of a plastic car 
anywhere near the range of pop- 
ular prices automobiles must 
carry, nowadays, to sell to prac- 
tically everyone. 


Secondly, the all-steel auto top 
was originally adopted as a safety 
move. When an automobile does 
turn over, as some do despite all 
safety campaigns, the passengers’ 
chance of survival is doubled if 
the top is steel. Plastic is not so 
strong as steel, by a long way. 


Again, that idea of transparent 
plastic doesn’t take into account 
the question of heat. It is hardly 
worth while to expose yourself to 
the glare of the summer sun, 
through a transparent top, just so 
you | can see through that top, 
is it? 


Then There 
Is Width. 


Another idea which the dream 
car designers have run away with 
is that of wider cars, so that four 
persons may sit together in the 
front seat and four more in the 
rear. 

Well, you can’t make cars any 
wider than they were making 
them in 1941, unless you resur- 
vey and rebuild all the roads and 
highways of the United States. 
Present width is all the roads will 
permit. Too, you’d have to re 
build all the garages, public and 
private, in the country to widen 
the doors. 

You have, today, 56 inches of 
width in a car seat. You can seat 
three persons in such seat, pro- 
vided none are on the corpulent 
side.

One, Thom- 
as A. Aurelio, has been repudiated 
by both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties following dis- 
closures vf his devotion and po- 
litical obligation to Frankie Cos- 
tello, a slot-machine racketeer. He 
(Aurelio) is defendant now in dis- 
barment proceedings but is still on 
the ballot. 


The other, Mathew M. Levy, a 
lawyer long associated with the 
union front, a lucrative field for 
labor-lawyer-politicians; was pull- 
ed out of the hat by Alex Rose, of 
the hatmakers’ union, as the can- 
didate of the miscalled American 
Labor party, a left-wing New Deal 
subsidiary, composed in unequal 
parts of Socialists of varying 
shades of pink, and Communists, 
He was put forth after embarrass- 
ment overtook Aurelio. 

Mr. Levy, who calls himself a 
friend of labor, was counsel for 
New York Local 306, of the no- 
torious Browne-Bioff racket of the 
movie industry from August l, 
1936, to December 31, 1941, except 
the year 1938, when he was on 
the bench. His pay was $18,000 
a year, or $1,500 a month, a total 
of $97,500 for services which did 
not occupy him to the exclusion 
of other law practice. 


After he ceased to be 
Sued By counsel for the local 
Union Mr. Levy presented a 
bill for $28,917.75. In 


| subsequent litigation with the un- 


ion, which demanded the return 
of important papers, he said that 
he had $40,000 coming and prob- 
ably more. Levy refused to hand 
over the union’s property until he 
was paid $30,000 on January 117, 
1942, when the dispute was set- 
tled by agreement between him 
and the union’s new counsel, Na- 
than Franke, who does the job for 
$10,000 a year. Mr. Levy, labor’s 
idealistic friend, was firm, not 
soft, in his financial dealings with 
the working man. 

In September, 1935, after Levy 
had become counsel for Local 306, 
the wages of the rank and file were 
cut 12 1-2 per cent by reason of 
a conspiracy between George 
Browne and Willie Bioff, the Chi- 
cago hoodlums, and the employ- 
ers. No suggestion is made that 
Levy knew of this secret agree- 
ment by which Browne and Bioff 
received a large sum. But he was 
getting $18,000 a year to*watch 
the interests of the workers and, 
as late as June, 1940, after Bioff 
had been revealed as an under- 
world gangster, he lavi$Shly ex- 
tolled Browne at the convention 
of the mob in Louisville. 

The minutes of the convention 
report also that in February, 1940, 
Levy attended the meeting of the 
executive board in Miami and that 
Browne there introduced him as 
an attorney who had represented 
the parent or Browne-Bioff union, 
“on numerous’ occasions.” The 
nature of these services and the 
amounts paid Levy by Browne 
were not_revealed. 


After Levy ceased

ing on disclosures 


made in the Browne-Bioff trial, 
sued several motion picture com- 
panies for the amounts which the 
members had lost through the 
conspiracy to reduce their pay. The 
petition charged the employers 
with bribing Browne and Bioff. 
Two of the defendant companies 
settled—Loew’s for $97,500 and 
RKO for $52,500. 

Levy may have had no inkling 
of the character of Browne and 
Bioff when he first became coun- 
sel for 306, but they and their 
union were notorious when he 
lavished praise on Brown in June, 
1940. By that time it had been 
shown that Bioff was an old 
brothel-keeper who had never 
worked and he was in jail. Never- 
theless, in his official report, 
Browne eulogized Bioff as a 
martyr who was suffering sorribly 
so that the members and their 
loved ones might enjoy a better 
life. Levy’s only comment on the 
report was that it was “thought- 
provoking.” He took no excep- 
tion to the praise of Bioff. 

The judiciary committee of the 
City Bar Association indorsed 
Levy but Hiram C. Todd, in a 
minority report, wrote that he 
could not concur “because of his 
unsatisfactory explanation of his 
relations with George E. Browne 
and his praise of him in a public 
speech in 1940 in the light of the 
publicity” which had been given 
“to the charges against Browne 
and the conviction of Bioff for 
pandering.”

The Sword May Win Respect,

When I was a teen-age kid in the Philippines, American girls 
were teaching school up in Luzon, but sporadic fighting continued 
down in Mindanao—the land of the fierce Moros. . 

Naming them Moros was historic imbecility which led to cen- 
turies of tragedy. Columbus called the natives of our country 
Indians because he thought he had reached India, but Magellan had 
even less reason for his blunder. 

The Spaniards had just driven the last of the Mohammedan 
Moors out of Spain. When Magellan reached the Mindanao in 1521 
and found it inhabited by people who were dark-skinned Moham- 
medans, he called them Moros, which is Spanish for Moors. Then 
he began butchering them because Moors were enemies of Spain! 

Naturally enough, the Moros hated all Christians. For centuries 
the little kids were taught to regard Christians as devils. Spain 
never was able to subdue them, and their hatred was transferred to 
us when we took the islands from Spain in 1898. We didn’t think it 
safe to withdraw our troops until 1917. Hate lives a long time. 

Frank Laubach, the man who did most to make the Moros lit- 
erate, told some of his experiences in a book captioned “The Silent 
Billion Speak.” 

He went among them while our troops were still on guard, and 
worked long and hard without making any progress at all. Then 
one evening, when he was about ready to give up, he saw the reason 
for his failure. 

He didn’t love the Moros. He looked down on them. He was 
trying to help them while despising them. He did not regard them 
as brother men, but as mere “natives.” 

When his attitude changed, he got results. He learned that 
Islam recognizes four sacred books—the laws of Moses, the psalms 
of David, the gospel of Jesus, and the Koran of Mohammed. He 
learned also that the devout Moros were trying to serve God in 
every way they knew. That showed him the way. 

One day a native asked him, “Why do you help us when we pay 
you nothing?” He answered, “If I had a million pesos, I could take 
none with me when I die. All I can take to Heaven is the gratitude 
of those I help. Jesus, as you know, spent his life doing goad. 
I have found that is the way to happiness. When I help people, 
my heart sings.” 

The Moros learned to trust and love him. 

And that is the lesson we must learn. Over a billion of the 
world’s impoverished, illiterate people are fast waking up. Given a 
chance, they are desperately eager to learn and climb to higher 
levels. 

They will become a mighty power—as awakened Japan did. 
They will be our friends or they will hate us. We can win them 
only with love.

In fact, he 
stocked only three brands of 
cigarets. He said if people didn’t 
like ‘em, they didn’t have to buy 
"em. And a five-cent cigar was 
the only kind he’d order—all the 
same brand. He said a slick drum- 
mer once sold him a whole box of 
two-for-a-quarter cigars, and they 
dried up on his hands. 

“Another thing. If you have to 
travel you can catch a train out 
of Atlanta at a reasonable time. 
And get back at a reasonable hour. 
But you take the average small 
town, even if it’s on a main line, 
and the trains pass through any- 
where from 3 to 5 a. m. If you’re 
not on the main line, you have to 
pay somebody to drive you 20 
miles to catch a train—sometime 
after midnight.” 

This man got me to reflecting 
that Atlanta is a pretty fine town 
to live in. It has a million faults— 
and what city hasn’t? It’s prob-

other cities of its size. 

But its big advantage—from the 
standpoint of getting what you 
want when you want it—is that it 
is southern or southeastern head- 
quarters for everything from 
breakfast food to outboard motors.

Hartford, Conn., 
has been the big shot of fire in- 
surance ever since Noah took out 
a policy on the ark. I don’t know 
why. But I’ll bet there’s not an 
insurance company in Hartford 
that hasn’t a branch office in At- 
lanta that couldn’t provide as 
much information about anything 
as the home office in Hartford. 

All over the office buildings of 
Atlanta—on every floor which 
hasn’t been taken over by the 
Army—you’ll find signs indicating 
an “association” of some kind has 
its being there. 

They’re of no interest to the 
general public but they mean a 
lot to the people “in the game.” 

Which reminds me of a story— 
which I may have told before. 

An Atlanta woman was ill—very 
ill. Suffering from something 
terrible. I’d assume she consulted 
Atlanta specialists but I don’t 
know. Anyway, her husband took 
her to Johns Hopkins in Balti- 
more. The specialists checked her 
up and said she was in a bad fix 
and the best idea they had was to 
summon an expert on her peculiar 
malady from Atlanta. He was the 
man who could do the job—and 
perhaps the only one. 

“Heavens,” said the Atlanta 
husband. “He lives two blocks 
from me—and we play golf to- 
gether every Wednesday after- 
noon.” 

Yes, Atlanta is a pretty fine 
town.

Santa’s Sleigh ‘lo Ride Light 
As Nation Faces Toy Shortage 


By HUDSON PHILLIPS. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—(4)— 
Santa Claus may be unable to 
stop at many homes this year be- 
cause stocks of toys for Christmas 
selling are only about 50 per cent 
of normal, the toy manufacturers 
of the U.S. A., Inc., said today. 


Ironically, there are 2,000,000 
more children now than in peace- 
time because of the increased war- 
time birth rate, the trade associa- 
tion of the toy industry added. 


James L. Fri, managing director 
of the organization, called the 
shortage the “worst on record.” 
He said toy supplies probably 
would not last longer than Decem- 
ber 15, and that stocks mainly 
would be on the counters at stores 
with few reorders possible. 

He added that boys would be hit 
harder than gitls’ because the 
shortage is test in “heavy” 
goods — vel es, construction 


sets, electric trains and science 


kits. : 
Other trade sources said the lack 
of toys especially would be felt 
this year because parents general- 
ly have more money to spend. 
Those circles said the War Pro- 


duction Board was reviewing the 
toy situation and some felt it 
might take action so as to allow 
the industry more “seconds” and 


“end pieces” of critical metals, 
wood and textiles even though it 
would be too late to help this 
Yuletide.

“That plane was faster than any 
other ship in the squadron, since 
the lack of some equipment made 
it lighter. 

“TI guess you’ve heard the story 
of ‘Washing Machine Charlie,’ the 
Jap pilot who flew over Guadal- 
canal at 3 o’clock every morning 
and talked to the fellows. Well, 
he was shot down one night and 
there was a mighty cheer al! over 
the island. It was just like a 
football game when the home team 
makes a touchdown.” 


The sergeant thinks his fighter 
squadron is one of the best, “if 
not the best” squadron in the Ma- 
rine Corps, or any other branch 
of the service, 

“One of our pilots, Lieutenant 
Kenneth Walsh, of Brooklyn, is 
the second war ace on the Allied 
‘side. Lieutenant Walsh has 20 
enemy planes to his credit and 
is second only to Major Joe Foss, 
another Marine flyer.” 

Stanford’s squadron was the 
first fighter group to land on 
Munda and was the first to be 
equipped with the Navy’s .new 
Corsairs — nicknamed “Whistling 
Death.” 

“After four months and two 
days we were sent to a Navy base 
for security operations,” he add- 
ed. “We did no fighting, just 
checked out the new pilots. On 
the way to the base a Jap patrol 


bomber sighted us, but after cir- 
cling a couple of times, he left.” 

The squadron had another scare 
on the trip back to the States 
when a Jap sub stared the ship in 
the face. 

“We were about two weeks out 
when the gun watch spotted a 
periscope around 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon,” Stanford said. “The 
sub came up enough for us to see 
the conning tower some 400 yards 
away. Then the Jap disappeared. 
I guess he was as scared as we 
were,” 

Sergeant Stanford is at home on 
furlough, visiting his father, Z. 
R. Stanford, of 1170 Francis street, 
N. W. He enlisted in the Marine 
Corps two years ago and was 
trained at Parris Island, S. C.; 
Quantico, Va., and Jacksonville, 
Florida, 

His two brothers are Sergeant 
Henry ‘Stanford, at Amherst, 
Mass., and Private George Stan- 
ford, of Miami, Fla. 

The Atlantan wears the presi- 
dential citation bar above his cam- 
paign bars for his work on Guad- 
alcanal., 

“The whole first division of the 
Marine Corps received the presi- 
dential citation for the taking of 
the island,” Stanford explained. 
“My

LONDON, Oct. 27.—(4)—A one- 
sided picture of renatriated Amer- 
‘ican soldiers’ accounts of their 
treatment at the hands of the Ger- 
mans and Nazi reaction to defeats 
in the past year were presented 
to the American public as the re- 
sult of drastic United States Ar- 
my censorship yesterday. 

The net effect of the censorship, 
which eliminated 650 words from 
one Associated Press dispatch re- 
cording the repatriates’ arrival at 
Liverpool, was to leave the impres- 
sion that returning Americans had 
| nothing but good to say about the 
Germans. 
| All complaints against German 
treatment and food were eliminat- 
ed. Only reports of kind treat- 
ment were passed by the censor. 

Earlier dispatches from Stock- 
holm, where the prisoners first 
were interviewed, already had in- 
dicated that their sojourn in Ger- 
many was not a love feast. But 
no such remarks were permitted 
in the stories from Britain.
